is commonly, and correctly, supposed 
to be the chief purpose of making 
forest reserves. 

Another purpose, scarcely, if at ail 
inferior, is .nbat of regulating the run- 
off from th watersheds of rivers, on 
which, on account of the fact that the 
land is.un-suited for farming, through 
its being too poor in quality or too 
rocky, or being at too high a level and 
80 exposed to frosts, trees form the 
most profitable crop. 

Forests maintained for this latter 
purpose are called ‘protection forests.’ 
Possibly the beat example of such a 
forect, and certainly the largest pro- 
tection forest in the world, is the 
Rocky Mountaing Forest Reserve in 
Alberta, which now has an area of 20,- 
896 square miies. 7 

Fortunately the Dominion govern- 
ment early recognized the value of 
such protection forests, and, by tne 
creation of forest reserves \in the 
west, the great rivers of the plains 
having their source in these water- 
sheds were saved from the disastrous 
floods, the .ow-water stages, and the 
filling-up of the river-beds with erod- 
ed soil, so characteristic of the rivers 
originating in the denuded water-sheds 
of the eastern United States. 

In this Jatter region many areas in 
the Appalachian mountains, which 
cover a large part of Pennsylvaaia, 
Virginia, the Carolinas and other 
States were very severely cut, and 
have been repe.tedly swept by fire, so 
that the forests have been entirely 
destroyed. When rain falls on such 
an area. the water runs off almost ‘m- 
mediately; if, on the other hand, the 
area were covered with forest, the 
soil would be more spongy and able 
to retain water, and the water would 
be hindered in running off by the tree- 
roots and the debris on the ground. 


Moreove., the water, in its rapid run- 
off, gradually takes with it the soil, 


and where the soil covering the rocks 
is thin, it is apt to be washed away 
entirely.» Hence there is lost any pus- 
sibility of growing a new forest on the 


ncw bare rock. The soil carried away|umn but the belief of the authorities 


eventually found its way to the larger 
rivers and harbours, and did actual 


harm by silting these up. The in- 
creased irregularity of flow in the 
streams—excessively full in spring 


and as scanty in midsummer—greatly 
} lessened tte value of the water-power 
situated on them. Accordingly an agi- 
tation sprang up to take stepe to re- 
afforest such arezs as above referred 
to, and after some years the Weeks 
Bill was finally passed in 1911, setting 
aside $11,000,000 for the purpose of 
conserving th» navigability of navag- 
able streams, by buying up and ulti- 
mately re-afforesting the denuded 
areas On imyro-tant water-sheds. At 
present over five and a half million 
acres in the Apalachians have been 
purchased or approved for. purchase. 
The right of tLe federal govern- 
ment to expropciate such lands by pur- 
chase hinged un the power of promot- 
ing navigetion, given by the constitu- 
tion. In Canada the Dominon govern- 
met Was also «ven the regulation of 
navigation by the British North Amcr- 
ica Act of 1867, aud it has been sug- 
gested that, in these parts of eastern 
Canada where waste  water-sheds 
clearly exert a detrimental influence 
on the navigability of rivers, the Do- 
minion government should co-operate 
with ‘the provincial governments in 
there establishing and conserving for- 
est growth. Such a water-shed is that 
of the Trent river, where, according to 
a report lately issued by the commis- 
sion of conservation, as the result of 
repeated fires, about 150,000 acres are 
ractically desert land. The Trent val- 
ey canal which passes through this 
region, nag already ccst the Domin- 
ion government upwards of $10,069,- 
000, and, as aLove report points out, 
the re-esiablishment of a forest cover 
on the deunded water-shed for the 
conservation of water-supplies is one 
of paramount importance to the canal.

Alleged Auto Delivery Scheme For 
Prairies by C.P.R. 

The C.P.R. is reported to be arrang- 
ing for the adoption on a large scale 
of a system of supplementary trans- 
portation by motor wagons in the 
prairie provinées which will practjcal- 
ly bring the railwey to the barn doors 
of every farmer in its territory. Every 
freight station will be made a depot 
for a “flect of motvr wagons, of a 
tyPe speci lly cevised for this ser- 
vice, the nu.uber varying according 
te the size an” importance of the dis- 
trict served.

Convicts at Kingston who used to 
have on Sundays their last meal of 
the day in the early afternoon are to 
have an evening meal. While knives 
are not to be allowed, a new kind of 
spoon and fork will be furnished. 

The system of tubbing and hosirg 
is to be aboiished or be very spar- 
ingly resovted to, and in addition to 
the resident physician a_ visiting 
physician ‘s likely to be engaged for 
the different institutions. There 
have also becn a number of changes 
in the staff at Kingston. 

The commission suggest more out- 
side work .or the convicts, such as 
farm labor and particularly recom- 
mends that the manufacturing oper- 
ations be extended so as to include 
manufacture of things such as furni- 
ture, etc., required in government de- 
partments. This is recognized as a 
large question which would requ:re 
very careful consideration before be- 
ing made effective.

The laiest accomplishment is tine 
setting of signals by wireless from a 
moving train or frcn a fixed wireiess 
station. Foley says that there is no 
longer any doubt that the wireless 
can be depended on for this signal 
service. if a. operator at a staticn, 
he Says, wants to set a signe] for a 
moving train not in communication 
with him he van cause the semaphore 
blade of the signa! post to rise cr fall 
at he wishes by simply sounding the 
proper dots an? dashes on his key 

‘Signals ca; be sent by wireless.” 
said Foley, “as easily and as surely as 
they are now sent by electricity con- 
ducted by wires. We have a selective 
device by which an operator can get 
a signal at any point if he has occasion 
to flag a train. 

“This means that if any mistakes 
are made in the orders issued to en- 
sineers and conductors, at stations or 
in the case of an emergency in which 
a train must pe stopped to avert an 
accident the station operator cau sig- 
nal the train as certainly as if he nad 
direct wire-:ommunication with some 
cne on board. 

“Another valuable use to which the 
wireless controlled signals can be 
put,” said Foley, “is the handling of 
freight trains On long runs. At pres 
ent a through freight must make many 
stops between its starting point and 
destination, sv that orders and in- 
structions concerniug right of way 
can be delivered to the conducters, 


|but these frequent stops are a source 


of expense and delay which wil) be 
abolishegl by the wireless telegraph. 
Keeping trains in motion for long 
distances without stops will result in 
great economy of operation” said 
Foley. “Rajlroad operating officials 
know how expensive it is to start and 
stop heavy freight trains, the adub- 
tional cost of fuel with the attend:unt 
pulling out of ciawl eads and the wear 
and tear of the equipment being no 
inconsiderable items in themselves. 
With @irect communication with a 
train and the ability to set and release 
signals by wireless, dispatchers can 
keep in touch with conductors and 
make the stops needless. The wireless 
permits the dispatcher to board every 
train and deliver his instructions as 
surely as if he handed them to the 
ccnductor in a sealed envelope. 

“That the wireless service for ordin- 
ary operating purposes is no longer 
ar. experiment is proved by the fact 
that the Lackuwanna has already de- 
pended upon it when wire communica 
tion was cut off. Recently, when a se 
vere storm put all telephone and tule 
graph lines out ef commission in tre 
mountain divisior of the Lackawanna 
railroad, all train orders were handlo4 
by wireless between Scranton and 
Binghampton. for two hours during 
wel fifty-four orders were transmit- 
“Com-nunication by wireless tee 
graph to and f-om fixed stations with 
moving trains is no longer ap uncer- 
tainty,” Foley said. “Railroads can 
now ge ahead and instal) the service 
without any fear of failure. The ser- 
vice can be put intc operation withuut 
increasing the train crews.” 

Commercial telegrams have already 
been sent from the Lackawanna Lim 
ited and a set of regular toll rates is 
now being prepared by the railroad 
and telegraph companies.
